MEETING MINUTES 
November 16, 1994 
Richard M. Shappee, Acting Secretary, RRRG 


The meeting was brought to order by Chairman Dwane 
McGlothin, N6SPX, at 8:00 PM. The minutes of the last 
meeting were approved as published in the CARRIER. 
Treasurer Norma Davis, N6EJZ, reported that we had 
$7829.50 in the treasury with all bills paid. She advised that 
there were commitments of $800.00 outstanding. 


Chairman Dwane spoke of the $800.00. He advised the group 
that this was funding authorized in the past for various 
projects and that the authorization for the funds would be 
canceled as there seemed to be no longer a need for the 
spending. He said that if there was still a need for these or 
other funds that they would have to be resubmitted for 
approval. 


Dwane told of the good work done by our telephone 
committee in finding a way to reduce the cost of our repeater 
telephone service. The result of their work should be a 
reduction in our bills to about one third of the present costs. 
There will be a one time charge of less than $60.00 to change 
the service. 


Under the classification of New Business, John Stuart, 
KM6QX, brought to the group a proposal that the club install a 
packet digipeater on Rocky Ridge. The cost of hardware 
would be $800.00 or less and the monthly charge at the 
proposed site would be $10.00, thanks to the generosity of 
Tom, KC6SYG. The digi would fill a void in the coverage of 
other digies that are used for APRS (Automatic Position 
Reporting System). He proposed that the system use the call 
W6CX-3 as the dash three designator is frequently used on 
other digies. The motion was made to spend the money, 
seconded and passed unanimously. 


Keith Lattin, N6PMF, presented a proposal to replace our 
present repeater controllers with another unit that has many 
advantages, including the capacity for 1000 auto dial slots. 
The new unit will cost $1375 plus shipping and is available 
from stock. Keith said that there was a market for our existing 
controllers at about $500 each, with a customer identified for 
one at the present time. Thus the cost for changing to the 
new controller should be about zero. There was some 
discussion about the time table for the installation. It involved 
not only the controller but procurement of crystals for our new 
440 repeater. The comment was made that ours was the 
largest club around, we are on the highest mountain, and why 
shouldn't we have the best repeater. The motion was made 
and seconded and passed that we spend up to $1500 for the 
new controller. The time table for installation was not 
established. 


Keith also recommended that we procure a color bar 
generator for our ATV system. This unit will provide a 
reference for alignment that we do not now have. Motion was 
made, seconded and passed that we authorize purchase of 
the color bar generator at a cost of up to $200.00. 


MDARC President Dick, AA6DL, reminded those present of 
the forthcoming Christmas Party and urged that reservations 
be made early as attendance was limited. He also reminded 


the membership of the importance of either mailing in their 
ballot for the MDARC election or being at the next meeting.
